Cincinnati, O., May 9.—In an inter- 


view here, George B. Cox, former Re- 
publican leader in Hamiltori county, 
advised the following piogram: Party 
harmony, victory in the municipal 
elections this fall, and next year W. 
H. Taft for president, J. B. Foraker 
for United States senator and A. L. 
Harris for governor. Mr. Cox said: 


"I'll give you my views, my peison-

Defense Springs a Surprise by Retain- 


ing Former Law' Partner of Pre' 
siding Judge as Assistant Counsel. 
Haywood's Motion Overruled—De- 
velopments of the Day. 


Boise, Idaho, May 9.-—The defense 


in the trial of William Haywood for 
complicity in the murder of Former 
Governor Steunenberg sprung a sur- 
prise by announcing the retention of 
Edgar L. Wilson of Boise as assistant 
counsel. Mr. Wilson is a former law 
partner of Judge Fremont Wood, who 
is to preside at the trials. He served 
two terms in congress and is well 
known throughout the west. 


By overruling the motion of the de- 


fense for a bill of particulars setting 
forth what overt acts, if any, theie 
were to connect the accused with the 
murder of Steunenberg, Judge Fre- 
mont Wood ofithc distuct court of Ada 
county cleared the way for the trial of 
Haywood. Judge Wood held that the 
request of Haywood's counsel for a 
more explicit statement of the charges 
against the prisoners came too late, 
regardless of whether or not it might 
have been entertained at an earlier 
stage of the proceedings. 
In cases 


where bills of particulars are allow- 
able,'the man who is to preside over 
the trials of the accused miners de- 
clared, the motions must be made be- 
fore the indictments are pleaded to 
and before the cases are set for trial. 


The prisoner, his counsel and the 


attoineys specially retained to present 
the case and plead the cause of the 
state are ready for the long ordeal in 
court. Tho first, and one of the great 
tasks of the court, is to secure a jury. 
Estimates of tho time necessary to 
select the 12 men vary, but practical^ 
none of them place the time under 
three weeks. The victim of the Cald- 
well assassination, long a conspicuous 
figure in the political life of the state, 
was possibly known to hundreds of 
citizens of Ada county, and personal 
alignment and partisanship on the 
labor question, in which the prisoner 
and his co-defendants were for a long 
time active leaders, is quite general, 
so that it is at once a difficult and 
delicate task to find men free from 
the disqualifications that unfit them 
for the high duty of a juror. 


Ilaywood is the first of the four 


men accused of complicity in the Steu- 
nenberg murder to be selected for 
trial. 
The others, Moyer, Pettlbone 


and Orchard, the last of whom is said 
to have made a confession, will be 
tried as circumstances dictate, follow- 
ing the conclusion of the proceedings 
against Haywood.
